unconditionally to all demands. The 
note was handed to allied ambassador! 
here also.

Expect Quick Reaction 


Washington — The acceptance by 


Germany of the allied reparations de- 
mands was described Wednesday as 
pleasing to the American government. 


This government has 
frequently 


made it known that it desired Ger- 
many to accept the allied demands 
nnd officials here Wednesday believed 
that this action by Germany will have 
a good reacUon throughout the world. 


The German acceptance, it was 


pointed out, gives for the .Irst time a 
basis upon which a general recovery 
in Europe can be attained. 


The acceptance also is regarded 


here as a vindication of the policy pur- 
sued by Secretary of State Hughes in 
the reparations negotiations with Ger- 
many and th« allies. 


NEW CRISIS LOOMS 
OVER POLISH RIOTS

Rome—Another allied crisis loomed Wednesday. Inflamed by the 


killing of Italian soldiers by Polish insurgents in Upper Silesia, the 
Roman press voiced a growing demand that Italy require immediate 


' satisfaction from the Polish government. 


Addressing Premier Giolitti, the newspapers demanded that he ig- 


nore the ambassadors' council and the allied sapreme council by going 
direct to Warsaw. 
' 
Reports here as to the number of Italian soldiers killed in Upper 


Silesia differed, but the press declared that if only one man had been 
shot by the Poles, it was sufficient grounds for demanding an 
accounting. 


Speculation began at onco as to a possible alignment in case the 


/ Warsaw government refused to satisfy Italian demands. There was 


much criticism 'of the French, who, according to reports here, only 
half-heartedly cooperated with other allied detachments in attempting 
to bold back the Polish advance. 


The Silesian situation has had the attention of the king. One of 


the first acts of Count Sforza, foreign minister, on his return from 
the supreme council session in London, was to seek an audience with 
Victor Emanuel. 


Sforza then held a long conference with Premier Giolitti.

Cooperation of the 


mothers 
and teachers is necessary 


for the best success. If this plan'is 
carried out we will have a new type 
af manhood and womanhood. 


"The famous Dr. Mayos of Roches- 


ter, 
Minn., have all cases where dis- 


eased condition might possibly be re- 
lated to teeth condition, diagnosed 
from that standpoint. 
Why should 


wo wait until the mouth is diseased? 
\Vhy 
not prevent 
the condition if 


possible? 


"We must educate our children so 


they will 'not fall heir to the ailments 
we have had. You all know of peo- 
ple who expose 
their children to 


measles or whooping cough in order 
to 'have 
the disease over with be- 


cause they will have it sometime.' "

MR. LODGE'S RECORD 


Probably no man in American public 


life has so devious and vulnerable a ree- 
or* as that of Senator Lodge. 
Fifteen 


years ago Mr. Lodge loomed large in the 
possibilities of office and service." Today, 
while still a power in. the Republican par- 
ty, he has lost the confidence and support 
of the people, and for only one reason, 
namely, that he has never hesitated to 
shape his course by the exigencies of poli- 
tics. In no single instance where parti- 
san gain was to be expected or party regu- 
larity to be obtained has he hesitated to 
throw principle and consistency to the 
winds. 


Going back to the days of the war. it 


was Mr. Lodge who said it would be ever- 
lasting dishonor to the United States to 
make a separate peace with Germany. 
"When the senatorial ring decreed that sep- 
arate peace was a suitable weapon with 
which to fight President "Wilson Mr. 
Lodge promptly fell into line and forgot 
in the name of politics all he had said to 
the contrary in the name of righteousness. 


It was Mr. Lodge who framed the reser- 


vations to the League of Nations cove- 
nant and peace treaty, which the senate 
formally adopted. 
Ratification of the 


treaty in this modified form was the result 
of many months of study and debate. Mr. 
Lodge "had every opportunity to develop 
a position on which he r-ould and vould 
be willing to stand as a matter of princi- 
ple. Yet a,few short weeks later, when 
the party's national convention was held 
and the bitter-enders threatened to bolt 
and wreck the chances of electing a presi- 
dent. Mr. Lodge squarely repudiated his 
stand on the treaty and League by refus- 
ing to permit the platform to indorse them 
with his own reservations. 


For more than fifteen years Senator 


Lodge fought, and helped to prevent ra- 
tification of the treaty paying Colombia 
$25.000.000. indemnity for indirectly 
taking from her the Panama canal strip. 
His bitterness a-gainst the treaty knew no 
bounds all the while it was urged upon the 
senate by President Wilson. It was "in- 
ternational blackmail." declared 
Mr. 


Jx>dge and he asserted in the mo&t posi- 
tive words he would "never vote for it.'1 
It •would be hard to say whether this posi- 
tion was dictated by politics or principle, 
or what. At any rate, when President 
Harding demanded ratification of the self- 
same treaty the senator from Massachu- 
setts trrrns a complete somersault and 
goes to the support of the treaty. 


Believing the presidential nominee's- 


ambigoous campaign utterances on the 
subject of peace meant that he had sur- 
rendered to the irreconeilables and woul'd 
cut loose from the allies. Senator Lodge 
commenced to preach the doctrine of '"na- 
tionalism." and non-entanglement in Eu- 
ropean 
affairs. 
Again 
the 
president 


stepped the other way. and again Mr. 
Lodge will be compelled to trim his sails. 
which be of course will have no difficulty 
in doing. 


A man with his dual record can at the 


most lay claim to principle as controlling 
only one side of it. The other side is poli- 
tics and without principle. 
"\Vhich is 


which no person can say. All that we 
Know is that politics always dominates, 
and that when it conflicts with principle, 
principle is thrown aside. A man of this 
type has no right to the confidence of the 
people. Undoubtedly that is why Mr.
